PRAIRIE FIRES CAUSE 
VERY SERIOUS LOSS 


Several serious prairie fires in the 
southern part of the province have re- 
sulted in considerable destructjon of 
farm property as well as grass on the 
ranges. It is pointed out by Benj 
Lawton, Provincial Game and Fire 
Commissioner, that those who find it 
necessary to set fires should take 
every percaution to prevent) it from 
escaping, and anyone driving through 
the country should refrain from throw- 
ing lighted matches and live cigar and 
cigarette stubs away before they are 
extinguished, 

The burning of stubble on grain 
fields in the past has resulted in con- 
siderable damage from fires which 
have been allowed tp escape, It is 
onsidered that the long stubble and 
straw left on grain fields where com- 
bine harvesters have been used may 
nrove to be even a more serious men- 
ace where this is burned preparatory 
to plowing. It would be well for al! 
who find it necessary to burn stubble 
of this kind to take special precautions 
even in addition to those provided for 
by the Prairie Fires Act. 

Where burning is to be done at any 
season of the year for the purpose of 
‘pstroying stubble, straw or bush, or 
where it is considered necessary to util- 
ize fire for the clearing of land, a fire 
guard is required, and the fire in every 
instance must be ‘watched by three 
adult persons, equipped with suitable 
appliances for the extinguishing of 
fire, and the fire must be watched and 
guarded until it has been extinguished 
4 fire guard must be provided before 
kindling any such fire and must be 
ten feet wide if burning is to be done 
hefore May 7th, and twenty feet wide 
‘f it is to be done after that date.

AN AIRPLANE CARRIES 


SUCCOR TO INDIANS 


An Ottawa dispatch tells how offi- 
cials of the department of Indjan af- 
fairs, department of national defence 
(civil ‘government air operation 
branch), and the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police joined forces to stamp 
out a serious epidemic of ’flu among 
Indians in the Norway House district 
of Manitoba was related here yester- 
day on receipts by these departments 
of reports from their agents in the 
district, 

Twenty-two Indians out of the 
tribe of some 800 at Island Lake 
close by the northern tip of Lake 
Winnipeg, died from the epidemic 
but it was reported the svourge has 
now been effectively stamped out. 

On Marrch 30 news reached Wil- 
liam Gordon, agent of the department 
of Indian Affairs at Norway House 
who was formerly clerk at the Black- 
foot Indian agency at Gleichen 
that the Indians at Island Lake, 140 
mijes due west of his post, were ser- 
iously ill, Through the co-operation of 
air officials arrangements were made 
for an aircraft to carry aid to the tribe 

Flight-Lieut. F. L. Maudsley, of the 
Winnipeg air station, who was en- 
gaged in photographic work in the 
vicinity of Cormerant Lake, Man., 
was ordered by radio to proceed at 
once to the rescue. At Norway House 
he took aboard Mr. Gordon, the In- 
dian ggent; Dr. W. N. Durbel, staff 
doctor of the department of Indian 
affairs, and Staff-Sergt, Saul, R. C. 
M. P., officer*in command here, 

When they arrived at Island Lake 
the officials found the acute stage 
of the epidemic had passed, but were 
able to take steps to prevent a re- 
currence of the disease, 


OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT 
iN OPERATION SOON 


The Old Age Pensions Act will pro- 
bably come into operation in Alberta 
in about a month according to a state- 
ment made on Thursday by Premier 
Brownlee. The act, it has been de- 
cided by the Executive Council, will 
be placed under the jurisdiction of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Board, 
and arrangements are being made for 
this board to administer the provi- 
sions of the new act. Under the pro- 
posed plan it is necessary for each 


province sharing in the benefits of the 


Dominion legislation fo submit its 
supplementary and contributary leg- 
islation to the Dominion Government 
through Hon, Peter Heenan, Minister 
of Labour, for final ratification and to 
craw up a formal agreement of opera- 
tion. As soon as this step has been 
taken it is expected the Alberta act 
The payment 
of pensions will not become retroactive 
but will date from the time the act 
is proclaimed,

A volume of Alberta wheat 
had a larger percentage of green 
kernels than the Winnipeg sample, 
but in other respects was often su 
t| perior, In any case he had _ never 
heard of complaints by Old Country 
buyers against a percentage of green 
kernels, This did not apply, of course, 
{to wheat which was largely unripe. 

The sentiment of pools, trade ana 
producers, ‘was that there should be 
aifferent standards for Alberta grain.

Explanations and Conmments 

The Servant Of Jehovah. Who ts 
nicant by the term? In the words of 
the Ethiopian eunuch (Acts 8.34), 
“Ot whom speaketh the prophet 
this? of himself, or of some other?” 
Philip, to whom the eunich spoke, 
inimediately took up the passage 
which we study today, and from it 
preached Christ. 

Incidental allusions to the Servant of 
) Jchovah are scattered throughout the 
second part of the Book of Isaiah, but 
the main passages are these: 418-20; 
421-7, 18-25; 43.5-10; 49.1-9; 50.4-10; 
62,13 to 53.12, What was the con-| 
ception in the mind of the prophet?! 
Was the “Servant” a personification, 
or a person? If a personificationewas 
be the Israelitish nation as a whole, 
or the best portion of that nation—! 
the righteous nucleus? The exiles in 
KRabylon, or that part who remained 
loyal to Jehovah throughout all the! 
trials of the exile and thus kept alive 
the true religion? If a person, was 
he ideal, or real? A prophet, or 
Hezekiah, or Jehoiacham? Or was 
he one still to come, the promised 
Messiah? Each of these interpreta- 
tions are ably defended by scholars. 

“The very name ‘servant’ sets up & 
standard of life for individuals and 
nvtions, Those who would be great 
must become the servants of all. 
Jesus Christ 1s the only perfect illus- 
tration of altruism. Selfishness is the 
curse of the world, Christ brought 
help because he was the perfect ‘Ser- 
vant’ of Jehovah, consecrated to un- 
selfish service. And servantship and 
service must characterize every life 
that ministers to the health and 
strength of humanity."—John T. Me- 
Farland, 

The Later Exaltation Of the Ser- 
vant of Jehovah, 52.13-15.—In these 
last three verses of the fifty-second 
chapter of Isaiah, God is represented 
as the Speaker. (In 53.11, 12, He 
rain speaks.) Behold, he exclaims, 
my ‘Servant,"’ he who executes my

Edmonton.—-Settling of 1,500 fam- 
ilies in the Peace River District un- 
der an ambitious scheme which has 
been submitted to the provincial gov- 
ernment, is proposed by the Bowen 
Utilities Corporation Limited. It ap- 
pears that the furtherance of the 
scheme depends on what stand is 
taken by the province, as the federal 
authorities will not act without the 
approval of the Alberta government.

STANDING GRAIN 
COMPETITION FOR 
BLACKFOOT M.D. 


Arrangements are being made by 
the Chamber of Commerce to conduct 
a Standing Grain Competition this 
summer and the names of the com- 
mitee who will have charge of the 
competition will be announced as soon 
us they are appointed and have ac- 
cepted the duty, This competition will 
be conducted under the rules laid down 
by the Provincial Department of Agri- 
vulture, the judging‘will be done by 
judges supplied by the department, 
rhe competition is confined to wheat 
this year and any farmer in the Mun- 
icipal Districy of Blackfoot is eligible 
to enter a ten acre plot of wheat, 
there being no entry fee, It is not 
necessary to select the plot to be en- 
tered until immediatly before the 
judge arrives. The judging is done 
by a plan of scoring drawn up by the 
department and points are awarded 
for various qualitits including freedom 
irom disease ,earliness, yield, freedom 
from weeds, other grains and other 
varieties of wheat, and suitableness of 
variety. It is hoped that a large 
number of fields will be entered as, 
in addition to substantial cash prizes, 
it is expected that several valuable 
special prizes will be donated and the 
winners in each local competition will 
commpete for the district and provin- 
cial championship for which valuable 
prizes are offered, 

This district has always had the 
reputation of being second to none in 
the province for the quality of its 
wheat crops and we will now have 
the chance to see how we compare 
with other parts in the judging of the 
district and provincial competitjons, 
[t is, therefore, hoped that every farm- 
er will enter his best ten-acre plot in 
the competition. Now is the time to 
secure same pure seed if you have not 
already got some. and, even if you do 
not secure a prize, you will be well 
repaid in the crop.

Paint Pointers 


When applying shellac to knols 
and sappy places, do not apply it in 
too heavy a condition, Apply it thin 
and brush well into the knots and 
other places that require shellac. 

It is quite common to see painters 
spreading shellac, not only over 
knots, but two or three inches be- 
yond, This is bad practice and should; 
he avoided. Use a small sash-tool for 
knotting and confine the shellac tx 
the surface of the knot. 

On woodwork that is to be finish: | 
ed in white, or in any light shade, 
use white shellac for the knots, 

Before priming a surface be sure 
that it is thoroughly dry and in pro- 
per condition to receive paint. 

When painting, always have a 
clean rag to keep the hands clean 
and remove spots from windows, 
hardware fittings, etc.

It is seldom one sees a cement, 
concrete, stucco, plaster or brick 
surface painted. It seems to be the 


destructive conditions. 
But that is a mistake. 


sorbent, and it isn’t true that the 
moisture does not harm it. It is al- 
most as important to prevent rain 
from penetrating the surface of these 
rough mineral outsides as it is to 
protect wood and iron from rain. 

But just any kind of paint will not 
do. It must be a special cement paint 
having a chemical composition not 
affected adversely by lime or alka- 
lies, 

It is important that owners of 
commercial and manufacturing 
buildings, grain elevators, residences, 
garages, silos, etc., with absorbent 
outside surfaces, should realize the 
advantages of painting them-—that 
they will last longer, look better and 
need fewer repairs after being so 
treated. 

Many accidents happen from 
warming varnish and other mixtures 
that contain inflammable liquid. Al- 
most every day it happens. ‘Hap- 
pens” does not seem to be the best 
word to use, however, for it is dis- 
covered that such “accidents” (an- 
other wrong descriptive word), are 
usually the result of want of com- 
mon horse sense,

Inventor Now Perfecting 
Electric Death-Ray 

An invisible electric death-ray has
